LONDON, Aug. 26.—(UP)—The 
flight of the American monoplane, 
Green Mountain Bry, tonight was end- 
ed in mystery somewhere along the 
dangerous trans-Atlantic route from 
Newfoundland to Norway. 

Clyde Lee Allen and John Bochkon, 
who left Harbor Grace Thursday at 
dawn in t!.e big plane, failed to reach 
their destinat »n before their supply of 
fucel—for 36 * .1rs—was exhausted, 
and lack of any report on their prog- 
ress aroused fears that they had per- 
ished in the north Atlantic ocean. 

Near Oslo, at Kjeller airdrome, the 
goal of the fli-rs, flares burned brigh- 
ly to guide the plane but hope of u 
safe arrival there was gone. On ships 
at sea and along the Irish coast, a 
close watch had been kept for the big 
red plane throughet the day but 
there was no word of its passing. 

The two aviators, who started their 
journey from Vermont, were believed 
to have run into unfavorable weather 
on the 3,100-mile flight, almost 2,000 
miles of which was over water. Rain 
storms and heavy cloud banks blocke 
their path in 1’ ‘-Atlantic as they sped 
eastward last night, although weather 
officials emphasized that conditions 
were not extraordinarily bad. 

Visibility was moderate today over 
the British Isles, and flying condi- 
tions were satisfactory. It was be- 
lieved the plane . onld have been sigbt- 
ed had it reached Ireland. The route 
plotted for the fliers was via Ireland, 
England, Germany and Norway to 
Oslo. 


Meteorologists expressed the belief | 


that the fliers might have been forced 
southward by the rainstorms. If so, 
they would have veered toward the 
continent and probably could not have 
made Oslo without a halt, even if their 
motor held up on the long over-water 
trip. 

Eas and Bochkon had planned to 
reach Oslo_by noon, eastern standard 
time, today after a flight of about 30 
hours. but they had fuel for another

NEW YORK, Aug. 26.—(/)—Fi- 
nancial markets were overtaken by a 
fresh wave of buying in the late trad- 
ing today, which swept stocks and 
cotton to new highs for the summer 
recovery. 

Markets generally had been rather 
feeble during the earlier hours of 
trading, and bonds and wheat failed 
to recover fully. Bonds came up sub- 
stantially, however, and net losses at 
the end of the day were substantially 


smaller than yesterday's. 
Cotton resumed its climb to new 


heavy volume of buying which came 
into the market in the last hour. 
Gains in future contracts ranged from 
$1.10 to $1.20 a bale. 

Demand for contracts came from 
traders as well as mill sources, ac- 
cording to gossip in cotton circles. The 
October position advanced from a 
low of 8.22 cents a pound to 8.60 
cents, December from 8.40 to 8.75, 
March from 8.62 to 8.97 and July 
from 8.87 to 9.26. These are the high- 
est prices on the New York Cotton 
Exchange for well over a year.

RUMORED IN REICh 


Lieutenants Deny Nazi 
Leader Is in Sanitarium 
But Story Persists. 


BERLIN, Aug. 26.—(4)—Adolf 
Hitler, a headlinet in Germany's po 
litical drama, walked out on the show 
today and immediately there were 
rumors he had been taken. to a sani- 
tarium after a nei:vous breakdown. 

His chief lieutenants in the na- 
tional socialist party branded the re- 
port as false. The head of the party 
press bureau in Berlin said Hitler had 


gone up to his country home in the 
mountains. The press bureau chief at 
Munich said Hitler was on a fishing 
trip. 

Nevertheless, two newspapers car- 
ried the story of the vreakdown and) 
the rumor spread quickly through 
Berlin. Those who believed it said 
Hitler's violent language in a message 
to Chancellor Von Papen concerning 
imposition of the death sentence on 
five fascists at Beuthen recently 
showed that his nerves were un- 
strung. 

Another story was that when Hit- 
ler talked to the Chancellor not long 
ago, just before President Von Hin- 
denburg refused to turn over the gov- 
ernment to the nazis, the chancellor 
was impressed by Hitler's nervousness 
as the nazi leader constantly slapped 
his thighs during the conversation. 

Meanwhile, the government worked 
on a plan for nationalization of sev- 
eral key industries and further taxa- 
tion of German capital to improve the 
country’s eeonomic position.

Adopts _Six-Point Pro- 
gram To Create Jobs. 


BY FRANCIS M. STEPHENSON. 
_ WASHINGTON, Aug. 26.—(>)— 
National business pilots embarked on 
a broad six-point program to make 
néw jobs tonight after hearing the 
personal conviction of President Hoo- 
ver that the country has overcome 
“the major financial crisis.” 
'. The unprecedented gathering of 
American industrial, Sankine and 
business leaders called here by the 
president accepted his suggestion to 
“assume further initiative and respon- 
sibility” in “this mew setting” by se- 
lecting a central committee to direct 
the six-way drive to better general 
economic conditions. 

_ A resolution naming Henry M. Rob- 
inson, Los Angeles banker, as head of 
the permanent central committee was 
adopted without a dissenting vote as 
the question was put to the dis- 
tinguished assemblage in the audito- 
rium of the commerce department 
building after a full day of discus- 
sion. 

A distinct air of confidence—and 
determination—pervaded the unparal- 
Jeled assembly of the nation’s indus- 
trial and banking chieftains in an all- 
day session. 

From the time early in the day 
when Mr. Hoover declared the finan- 
cial foundation of the nation sound be- 
yond doubt; there were one cfter an- 
other announcements aimed at inspir- 
ing new confidence; also there was no 
letdown in the series of commands 
that th: men of the nation must be 
given work. 

Tonight, some of the subcommittees 
organized. Others intend to assem- 
ble tomorrow. Secretary Mills, who, 
with Owen D. Young, New York in- 
dustrialist and prominent democrat, 
organized the program, told committee 
chairmen: 
_“We will go ahead vigorously, make 
no eration about that.” 

Mr. Hoover, in declaring the “major 
financial crisis’ overcome, asked those 
who control the purse strings of the 
nation’s wealth to see to it now that 
credit goes into needed fields of pro- 
ductive enterprise to aid employment. 
Much is still to be done, he asserted. 

The six-point program adopted by 
the conference calls for making avail- 
able credit “affirmatively useful 
business ;’’ stimulation of railroad and 
home repairs and improvements; ex- 
pansion of capital expenditures in the 
way of replacements; increased em- 
ployment “through sharing of work,” 
and assistance to home owners with 
maturing mortgages. 

The governmental heads immedi- 
ately charged with responsibilities in 
these fields participated in the day’s 
discussions.

CRISP AT DECATUR 


Opponent’s Name Not 
Mentioned in Candi- 
date’s Speech; Record Is 
Cited. 


Congressman Charles R. Crisp, act- 
ing chairman of the house ways and 
means committee of the United 
States congress and candidate for the 
United States senate, Friday night 
carried his campaign to DeKalb coun- 
ty without mentioning the name of 
his opponent. 

To an audience that overflowed the 
DeKalb county courthouse and filled 
the spacious grounds outside, where 
a loud-speaker had been installed, the 
dean of the Georgia delegation nar- 
rated his own record in congress and 
let the argument rest there. 

Candler Praises Crisp. 

C. Murphey Candler Jr. presented 
Congressman Crisp to the audience 
and said: 

“Congressman Crisp is going to get 
the support of the larger element of 
the young men of DeKalb county. He 
is going to get it for one reason: 

“Back in the spring, five months 
ago, he announced to the people of 
this country the difficulty congress 
was facing in balancing the budget. 

“He said: “There is one way out 
and only one way out. With all the 
energy 1 have in my being I set my- 
self to this task.’ 

“That,” Candler said, “was a 
speech that rang throughout’ the 
length and breadth of this country. 
He said that he had burned every 
bridge behind him and that no mat- 
ter what the personal consequences 
were, he was going to advocate the 
levy of sufficient taxes to balance the 
budget. 

Candidate’s High Purpose. 

“‘It means nothing to me to re- 
main in congress’,” Candler quoted the 
congressman as having said in Wash- 
ington, “‘‘but it means much to the 
United States to maintain its credit’.”

A NATURAL RESULT. 


Announcement in news dis- 
patches from Tokyo that the Japa- 
nese government will recognize the 
new Manchukuo government in 
Manchuria, and that this action will 
be taken “because of Japanese re- 
action against recent pronounce- 
ments of President Hoover and 
Secretary Stimson, the pronounce-

While the other nations of the

The result is that we have large- 
ly lost the half-century-old friend- 
ship and admiration of the Japa- 
nese people and subjected ourselves 
to what amounts to practically open 
defiance by the Japanese govern- 
ment. 

While Japan is seeking to pro- 
tect and forward its own interests 
in its particular section of the 
world, it has never shown any de- 
sire to unreasonably infringe on the 


rights or the investments of this 
government and its financial and. 
commercial institutions, 

it is not surprising, therefore, 
that when we criticize her for her 
conduct. in Manchuria, she should 
formally defend it by recognizing 
the new Manchukuo government, 
and proceed towards the promul- 
gation of a Monroe Doctrine for

Armed conflict between Japan and 
America is possible in only two ex- 
tremely improbable contingencies. This 
is the view of Viscount Kikujiro Ishii, 
who was formerly ambassador at 
Washington. 

“In the first place,” he stated in 
Tokyo, “if Japan should be foolish 
enough to attempt unduly to interfere 
with the affairs of the western hemi- 
sphere, then war would become inevi- 
table, but the Japanese governmeat 
and people know their own business 
and are firmly determined to refrain 
from doing anything which might give 
rise to a shadow of suspicion. In 
the second place, if the United States 
ever attempted to dominate the Asiatic 
continent and to prevent Japan from 
pacific and natural expansion, then, 
indeed, a grave situation would be 
created. 

“It is obvious that a nation with 
a population overcrowded to _ the 
breaking point cannot be shut up in- 
definitely in a narorw strip of land. 
But I am convinced that what the 
United States cares more about in the 
lar east is the maintenance of peace 
and of the treaties concluded for 
that purpose. Our policy is well 
known to the world, consisting of the 
maintenance of the open door and 
equal opportunity in China and the 
absence of any territorial ambition 
in any country.” 

In other words, “Keep out of Asia, 
let Japan free to do as she wants, be- 
have yourself while we grab Man- 
echuria and what else we might need.” 
There is little consolation in that 
statement. The Chinese have a per- 
fect right to choose their own allies 
and partners. And “if they were let 
free to decide who is to help them 
build their country,” a famous English 
bishop said recently, “there would he 
little doubt. For America has it over 
the others like a tent, out there!” 


Civil War 


In Germany? 


The extraordinary violence which 
accompanied propaganda for the gen- 
eral election on July 31 points to a 
military dictatorship in Germany at 
a not very distant date, no matter 
who wins. In Berlin and other big 
cities, the police are unable to keep 
order owing to their numbers, and the 
care with which demonstrations are 
arranged so as not to clash with one 
another. 

But in the smaller towns, and par- 
ticularly in remote districts the fre- 
quent skirmishes that now alarm ordi- 
nary citizens need to he met with 
more than mere local control. 

General Von Schleicher, head of the 
reichswehr, is by far and away the 
most important man in Germany at 
the moment and for some weeks, pos- 
sibly even months, to come. Upon his 
tact and skill depends the keeping 
of the public peace. The new Dan- 
ners of the socialist party and those 
who hold the democratic beliefs typi- 
fied by the iron front are no longer 
the republican black, red and yellow, 
but searlet with three white arrows. 

If the slogan of the left is “Down 
with Fascism,” the main efforts of 
the nazis are now directed toward 
ruining the last vestige of faith in the 
trade unions that still remain among 
the unemployed. They have aban- 
doned the campaign against the com- 
muniste to attack the socialists; their 
posters and pamphlets are all directed 
to this one end,

JOHN G. PERSONS, Captain, 47th 
Infantry, 4th Division, American Ex- 
peditionary Force, awarded the Croix 
de Guerre of France for gallant and 
heroic conduct with the enemy. 

On August 8th, at St. Thibaut, this 
courageous and heroic officer was ip- 
structed by his commanding officer to

dency: | 

Uvalde, Tex 
Aug. 33, i982. 
Hon. Alben W. Barkley, 


Paducah, Ky. 
My Dear Senator: 


Through you I desire to express to 
those who were delegates to the demo- 
cratic national conyention, and to the 
democracy of the country, my appre- 
ciation of the great honor that has 
been conferred in selecting me as the 
party’s nominee for vice president. 
With full knowledge of the responsi- 
bilities and labors involved, I accept 
the nomination, pledging adherence 
to the principles and policies enunci- 
ated in the party’s platform. I give 
the assurance that such ability as I 
may possess, and such experience as 
I have acquired during the 30 years 
it has been my privilege to serve as 
a member of congress, will be directed 
toward the solution of the problems 
with which our country is confronted. 

The democratic national convention 
adopted a platform that is a beacon of 
confidence to a confused and distress- 
ed people. In its nomination for the 
presidency our party has presented a 
leader of ability, resourcefulness and 
determination. Governor Roosevelt 
has won the nation’s confidence by his 
statesmanship, his sympathetie grasp 
of human problems, his courage in 
meeting emergencies and overcoming 
obstacles. With a platform clear and 
concise in dealing with the issues, and 
a presidential candidate whose ideals 
are embodied therein, the democratic 
party can look forward with confi- 
dence to the expression of the popular 
will in November. 

Two Things. 

There are just two things to this 
government as | see it. The first is 
to safeguard the lives and properties 
of our pe ok the second to insure 
that each of us has a chance to work 
out his destiny according to his tal- 
ents. This involves protecting him from 
being injured or oppressed by those 
of superior acquisitiveness, and per- 
haps less conscience, who seek to 
strain the rules to their own advan- 
ase. ° 
_In my opinion nearly all of our 
civic troubles are the consequence of 
government's departure from its legiti- 
mate functions. Our increased popu- 
lation, and new conditions arising 
from new inventions often make it 
necessary to change the rules in order 
to keep the balance between the peo- 
ple and those who would exploit them. 
Unfortunately, these changes and ad- 
justments result too often in enhanc- 
ing instead of diminishing the evils. 

It is not the business of govern- 
ment to make individuals rich; though 
too often has government been bent 
to that purpose. Nor is it a function 
of an administration to direct the per- 
sonal affairs of mankind, except in so 
far as it places a bar against such 
things as involve injury, loss or dis- 
comfort on others. I have ever been 
of the belief that attempting to en- 
force morals by law was as unjustifi- 
able an invasion of the field pre-empt- 
ed by the churches and schools as 
putting the government into business 
is a violence of the nation’s industrial 
and commercial fabric. 

Merely a Convenience. 

Government is not a pedagogue, nor 
& parson, nora pied piper; it is mere- 
ly a convenience of civilization by 
which a set of rules is enforced on a 
community in the interest of order 
and justice, 

Had it not been for the steady en- 
croachment of federal government on 
the rights and duties reserved for the 
states we perhaps would not have the 
present spectacle of the people rush- 
ing to Washington to set right what- 
ever goes wrong. But successive ad- 
ministrations have encouraged this 
spirit of dependence on government, 
either because of the lust for wddi- 
tional power on the part of federal of- 
ficials, or simply because of a blind 
insistence on the Hamiltonian prin- 
ciple of a strong centralized govern- 
ment, as opposed to the Jeffersonian 
idea of giving to the administration 
at Washington only such functions as 
the states themselves cannot perform. 
This is not the. time or place for a 
disseration on the ancient conflict be- 
tween two schools of government. The 
gravitation of power to Washington 
has builded a structure of administra- 
tion vast beyond the imagination of 
the builders of the constitution—com- 
plex, involved and unco-ordinated; a 
fabric of bureaus, commissions, boards 
and departments that overlap and in- 
terfere cne with the other—and all at 
the cost of the people. 

I am fully cognizant of the distress 
which prevails and the magnitude of 
the problems confronting the country. 
“Outside influences over which we 
have no control” are not wholly ac- 
countable for the depression and its 
attendant unemployment and distress, 
as President Hoover contends. It is 
true that these are contributing fac- 
tors, but the major causes can be 
found in the record of national legis- 
lation and the national policies for 
which the republican leaders are whol- 
ly responsible. 

Republican Failure. 

The republican party has failed to 
adapt its policies to changing condi- 
tions; to recognize that the evolution- 
ary processes of government must go 
forward to meet ever-changing human 
needs. Despite the fact that experi- 
ence has proved the fallacy and in- 
adequacy of many of their policies, 
their spokesmen inform us there will 

no change—that these _ policies, 
which have proved as disastrous, will 
be adhered to so long as they remain 
in power, 

They ignore the fact that the un- 
precedented era of speculation which 
preceded the bursting of the bubble in 
1929 was hailed by republican leaders 
asa prosperity of their own making. 
Much of the loss the people sustained 
was the direct consequence of the base- 
less optimism of an administration 
that dealt with the people as though 
they were frightened children instead 
of men and women entitled to the 
truth from their government. 

They ignore the foreign tariffs re- 
taliatory to our Smoot-Hawley Dill, 
which have caused a tremendous de- 
celine in our import and export trade 
and stagnation of commerce through- 
out the world. They make no mention 
of their failure to enact remedial legis- 
lation when it became obvious that 
this cutting off of international com- 
merce coincident with the bursting of 
the speculative bubbles had produced 
unparalelled economic and financial 
distress. 

After long delay, during which they 
continued to lull the nation by in- 
sisting that the end of our trouble 
was just around the corner, while 
banks were toppling and unemploy- 
ment was increasing, administration 
leaders finally admitted that the sit- 
uation needed action. 

Temporary measures offered by the 
administration have not been ade- 
quate to insure anything approaching 
prompt and general relief. Liberali- 
zation of these measures by the dem- 
ocratic majority in the house was de- 
feated by the administration. 

Results Sought. 

These democratic changes were not 
attempted with a viéw of imposing a 
greater. financial burden on the gov- 
ernment. They were meant to achieve 
the best results in decreasing unem- 
ployment, rehabilitating indu and 
stabilising economic co i

the credit and employment needs of 
the country. 

Whatever view may be held as to 
the so-called business cycle; whatever 
may be real in the agg J that busi- 
ness panics inevitably follow great 
wars, the fact remains that the mas- 
ter element of our trouble, the un- 
balanced budget, lies on the doorste 
of the republican party. Through ad- 
ministration after administration, re- 
publican officials have so conducted 
our fiscal affairs as to change a large 
treasury surplus into a eficit of 
$3,000,000, in the space of less 
than 12 years. 


Tt is the business of government to 
maintain some measure of relation be- 
tween the receipts and expenditures 
of government; to adjust taxes to the 
requirements of the treasury; to cur- 
tail expenditures to bring them with- 
in income. ; 


This $3,000,000,000 deficit was not 
born overnight. It has been developing 
and growing for three years, but not 
until the advent of the present demo- 
cratic majority in the house was there 
any effort on the part of the execu- 
tive to balance the budget. This ne- 
cessitated a huge increase in taxes. 
Had the tax increases been made grad- 
ually as the deficit developed, our 
budget would be balanced today with- 
out confusion. This country would not 
have experienced anything like the suf- 
fering and distress resutting from the 
sudden imposition of wrr-time rates 
on a people already bowed by eco- 
nomic burdens. 


Vague Plank.

Republic- 
ans have been in power for 11 years. 
They promised economy in 1920 and 
in 1924. And in 1928 they gave as- 
surance of maximum efficiency at min- 
imum cost. Despite their pledges, the 
costs of government have mounted 
steadily. They were $3.848,000,000 in 
the first Hoover year. They were over 
$5,000,000,000 in the fiscal year just 
closed. 


Every effort of the slim democratic 
majority in the house to effect real 
governmental saving during the last 
session of congress met the opposi- 
tion of the administration. While 
proclamations and _ exhortations to 
curb federal expense were being issued 
from the White House, department 
heads and division chiefs were appear- 
ing before the house economy com- 
mittee opposing reductions which 
would affect their respective depart- 
ments or divisions. There is not a 
single saving that congress was called 
on to effect that could not have been 
put in operation at any time since the 
incipiency of the depression by the 
president himself. No act of congress 
was required to give him authority to 
tell his cabinet officers that they 
must keep their expenses within a spe- 
cific amount. 


The economy plank in the demo- 
cratic platform is a guarantee that 
the president will not attempt to pass 
this buck to congress. I speak with 
confidence in stating that democratic 
cabinet officers will extend required 
co-operation. Congress will not 
compelled, as it was during the last 
session, to meet the opposition of 
forces within the administration when- 
ever an effort was made to eliminate 
unnecessary expenditures or to check 
the growing buréaucracy. 

Not Vague. 

The democratic economy plank is 
not vague. It carries specific proposals 
and a definite pledge. Under a dem- 
ocratic administration that pledge will 
be redeemed. 

The democratic tariff plank is 
equally definite and constructive, and 
must have a strong appeal to indus- 
trialists, farmers, labor and business- 
men who all suffered by the wrecking 
of our foreign trade under the em- 
bargo rates. With the highest tariff 
in the country’s history, unemploy- 
ment and its attendant human misery 
prevail; consequently standards 
living are rapidly declining. It is ob- 
vious that American standards can- 
not be re-established and maintained 
under a policy which throttles com- 
merce, industry and business. Repub- 
lican speakers from the president 
down assert that there will be no de- 
parture from this policy so long as 
their party retains control. 

In dealing with prohibition there 
was no attempt by the democratic na- 
tional convention to evade the issue. 
Unlike the prohibition plank of the 
republican platform. which leaders of 
that party are interpreting to conform 
with the sentiments of their audi- 
ences, the democratic plank is un- 
equivocal, understandable by every 
person who has sufficient intelligence 
to read. We stand committed to re- 
peal, and urge “enactment of such 
measures by the several states as will 
actually promote temperance.  effec- 
tively prevent the return of the saloon 
and bring the liquor traffic into the 
open and under complete supervision 
amd control by the states.” 

No other constrvetive solution of 
the problems the eighteenth amend- 
ment brought upon th? country has 
been offered.

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Last month on the anniversary of 
its going into effect I called attention 
in these columns to the history of the 
General Treaty for the Renunciation 
of War and to the progressive steps 
attributable to its existence. 

Today we celebrate the birthday of 
the pact, which was signed four years 


ago in Paris midst wild acclaim. To- 
day it is again the subject for excit- 
ed comment as Secretary Stimson’s re- 
cent interpretation is applauded, for 
his words make evident the United 
States’ intention to assume equal re- 
sponsibility with the rest of the world 
for the preservation of peace. 

While press dispatches from Europe 
and Asia indicate a widespread inter- 
est in what is undoubtedly a consid- 
ered restatement of American foreign 
policy, public opinion in Georgia seems 
peculiarly unaware of the far-reaching 
implications of the secretary of state's 
pronouncement, He fails to set forth 
the provisions which shall be taken 
to establish machinery for consulta- 
tion in case of threatened violation of 
the pact, merely stating in certain 
terms the inevitability of consultation 
(refer to clauses in dmocratic and re- 
publican platforms), but he makes 
clear and unequivocal the United 
States’ determination not to recognize 
the “fruits of aggression.” He chal- 
lenges the validity of the traditional 
doctrine of neutrality and clearly 
brings out that “war is no longer to 
be the course and subject of rights.” 

Many questions are certain to be 
raised as future events require the ap- 
plication of our new policy. What 
does it entail? Is world odium a 
sufficient deterrent? Will public 
opinion permit -or condemn the ship- 
ment of arms and the liberal granting 
of financial aid to a state which vio- 
lates the provisions of the pact? There 
have been introduced into both houses 
of congress bills to prohibit such trad- 
ing. but the resolutions have been 
shelved. The munitions manufactur- 
ers and the war profiteers are always 
on the job! 

It was objection to enforcing peace 
by means of economic sanctions, as 
outlined in Article 16 of the Cove- 
nant, that proved the greatest stum- 
bing block to our entrance into the 
League of Nations, but our abstinence 
coupled with uncertainty as to our co- 
operation thoroughly invalidated the 
desired effect of the utilization of sanc- 
tion. Now leading public opinion 
seems to be realizing that some sort of 
sanctions are going to prove necessary 
to the maintenance of peace, 

There has recently been published 
by the Twentieth Century Fund a sur- 
vey of means to lend greater vitality 
to the Kellogg pact without upsetting 
its essentially pacific character, This 
work by public men and political sci- 
entists entitled “Boycotts and Peace” 
is well worth study by those who 
want to think intelligently on mod- 
ern questions—and, because our con- 
tinued co-operation with the League of 
Nations is assured, and because pro- 
yosals for our actual entrance will 
eventually confront us, I suggest that 
those recognizing the need of an alert, 
informed public opinion read the clear- 
est, most comprehensive analysis avail- 
able of the part played in contempo- 
rary international life by the League 
of Nations. In “Society of Nations,” 
by Felix Morley (who writes equally 
as keenly and as pleasantly as his 
brother, Christopher: Morley) there is 
given a complete background of many 
of the issues which at the present time 
are very evident in world politics. 

While president, Coolidge said, “If 
this generation fails to devise means 
for preventing war, it will deserve the 
disaster which will surely be visited 
upon it. Later generations will not 
be likely to act if we fail.” The years 
carry the peace builders from their 
work. Wilson and-Briand are gone. 
That their work lives will be evident 
when informed public opinion is strong 
enough .to lead. Georgia needs en- 
lightenment. Who will help?

EVERYBODY SHOULD HAVE 


CANCER PHOBIA. 
The time to be afraid of cancer is 
before you get cancer. 


A certain amount of cancer phobia 
is a good thing for everybody. 

Once a reader saws something in 
this column that made him fear he 
had cancer. In great perturbation he 
hurried to his physician. The doctor 
made an examination and found there 
was no cancer, only a neglected case 
of hemorrhoids. The doctor cured the 
hemorrhoids with injection treatment. 
The patient happened to be in a po- 
sition to punish me and did take re- 
venge on me for having seared him so, 
But I don’t care a hoot: if I did scare 
him—it brought about-a cure of his 
trouble, which, if not eured, might 
eventually develop into cancer. I'd 
as soon scare every fool in the country 
who tolerates chronic hemorrhoids if 
I could make most of them seek proper 
treatment. 

Cancer begins as a spot where the 
normal cells are changed by injury or 
prolonged irritation to abnormal cells 
and by abnormal growth the abnor- 
mal cells become eancer. In the early 
stage this is all a localized condition. 
If the individual affected is fortunate 
enough to take alarm and go to the 
physician for examination and advice 
at the first sign of such a spot or 
lump, the chance of cure is excellent. 
If the individual fails to be alarmed 
or chooses to ignore the little abnor- 
mality or just waits and hopes it is 
nothing serious, the chance of cure di- 
minishes day by day. 

There is a movement at present to 
teach the public that every woman 
should have a health examination 
twice a year, including pelvic exam- 
ination, as a protection against can- 
cer. I think this is a silly idea. But 
every woman who notices anything 
unusual or who believes there is any- 
thing the matter with her should have 
such examination and be guided by 
her physician’s advice instead of just 
worrying about it or monkeying with 
some alleged treatment or remedy for 
“female complaint.” A woman should 
report to her physician particularly 
any unusual bleeding or other symp- 
tom or sign of whose significance she 
is in doubt.

Charge Politics, Bun- 
gling, Gigantic Losses 
and Direct Competition. 


MEMPHIS, Tenn., Aug. 26.—(#) 
The federal farm board was the tar- 
get for verbal attacks from cotton 
planters and shippers today as the 
Shannon congressional committee turn- 
ed to the cotten belt in its inquiry 
into government competition with pri- 
vate business. 

Chairman Joseph 3. Shannon, of 
Kansas City, led the attacks upon 
government voureaus with a bristling 


interview in which he said “anything 
from a pin to a piano may bought 
from federal stores,” and added: 


“The federal bureaus are in_ the 
laundry, restaurant, architect, blue- 
print, hog serum, cotton, grain, live 
stock and general store business. Gov- 
ernment bureaus are approaching the 
Russian idea of government.” 


Tesiifying of alleged government 
competition in the cotton business at 
the opening of the committee _hear- 
ing, J. W. Garrow, Houston, Texas, 
a yepresentative of the American Cot- 
ton Shippers’ Association, said that 
“as long as the agricultural market- 
ing act stands unamended or unre- 
pealed this competition will continue 
imminent, if not actual.” He added 
that there was no limit to the com- 
petition that could be foreed by the 
stabilization corporations. 

Oscar Johnston, 
plantation operator, blamed the farm 
board agencies for what he termed 
their contribution to the low prices 
for cotton in recent years and the 
farmers’ seed loan offices for actual 


‘competition with the growers in the 


raising of cotton. 

Abe Waldauer, attorney for the 
Mid-South Cotton Growers’ Associa- 
tion, a farm board agency, was de- 
nied permission to cross-examine John- 
ston. 

The farm board was accused of 
having financed and conducted a cor- 
ner of the New York cotton market 
in May and July of 1930, “causing 
untold harm to legitimate interests,” 
in a statement read by C. W. Butler, 
a past president of the American Cot- 
ton Shippers’ Association. 

Other charges made by Butler in 
his statement included allegations that 
the farm board “assumed and paid off 
losses of the various state co-opera- 
tive organizations resulting from 
speculations begun prior to the pas- 
sage of the agricultural marketing 

Despite the fact, Butler charged, 
that the farmer-members “generally 
were dissatisfied as a result of a 
$10,000,000 loss in 1930-31, the board 
authorized the purchase and merchan- 
dising by the American Cotton Co- 
operative Association, and that or- 
ganization bought and merchandised 
exactly as “oes a private merchant 
123,000 bales of cotton on government 
money advanced at nominal rates of 
interest.” 

Butler concluded his statement with 
the charge that “although over *100,- 
000,000 has been lost on cotton 
alone out of the federal treasury, cot- 
to: prices have fallen to unheard-of 
levels, and farm board operations have 
actually contributed to this decline. 

Gaston Therrell, Aberdeen, Miss., 
planter, protested against what he 
described as the “large salaries of of- 
ficials who are conducting the gov- 
ernment’s business.” 

“There's been too much government 
nid to farmers already.” he said. 
“That's the trouble now. We dont 
need a dole from Washington. It’s 
a discrimination against privat: busi- 
n s tv let the government run a cot- 
ton business, when the taxpayers have 
to finance it.” 

R. B. Snowden Jr.. Gughes, Ark., 
planter, charged that “nobody wtn- 
friendly to the administration (coun- 
tv) in Crittenden county got any of 
the loans this year. I had been as- 
sured that politics would not enter 
into the loans.”

GLADYS GLAD

“Dear Miss Glad: I've always had 
fairly presentable feet, and although 
they’d never win any beauty prizes, 
they’ve at least always been com- 
fortable. Lately, however. I've ac 
quired an in-grown toenail that is de- 
cidedly not comfortable. Can you 
tell me the cause of this, and how to 
correct it? EVA. 

In-grown toenails generally result 
from improperly fitting shoes. To fit 
properly, shoes should be roomy over 
the toes and fit snugly around the 
heels and over the instep. The best 
method of treating an in-grown toe- 
nail is to cut the nail into a V shape 
with the point of the V pointing In 
toward the root of the nail. While 
thus training the toenail to grow nar- 
rower at the top. you should also keep 
a little lamb’s wool tucked around the | 
sevistive edge of the nail, where it 
has grown into the flesh. If, how- 
ever. there is any sign of infection, 
do not try to treat an in-grown toe- 
nail yourself. but consult a compe- 
tent chiropodist about it.

I don’t think that a rubber bras- 
siere would help to reduce your bust 
much when worn alone for this pur- 
pose. But if you wear it while you 
are vigorously exercising the upper 
part of your body, in the manner de- 
scribed in my “New Figure” booklet. 
it will indeed help to hasten the re- 
ducing process, as it breaks up fatty 
tissues locale: It is wise to wear a 
cotton or glove silk vest beneath the 
brassiere to absorb the prespiration. 
Otherwise the garment might irritate 
and cause the formation of a rash. 
Wash the brassiere daily in warm 
water to which a bit of borax has 
been added. Then dry and powder 
it. This will help to keep the rubber 
garment clean and fresh. 


“Dear Miss Glad: About three 
months ago, I had a permanent that 
turned out very pleasingly. How- 
ever. about a week ago, I shampooed 
my hair. and when it dried, greenish 
streaks appeared in it I used only 
an ordinary prepared shampoo, and 
therefore cannot understand this 
condition. I tried peroxide to remove 
the streaks, but they only became 
brighter green. What would you ad- 
vise? MELBA.” 

The condition you speak of may be 
due to the presence of large quanti- 
ties of acid in the blood, by excess 
perspiration or the improper use 
of hair rinses. not use peroxide 
to remove the streaks, but give your 
hair very frequent hot oil treatments. 
Leave the hot oil on over night, anid 
shampoo your hair thoroughly the 
following morning with a cood castile 
soap shampoo. It is far better for 
the ultimate hair beneath to treat such 
a condition with oil than with any
